U.K. Labor 


Party Leader 
Bevan Dies 


LONDON (AP)—Aneurin Be- 
van, deputy leader of Britain's 
Labor Party and one of the 
great self-made men of British 
public life, died Wednesday. 
He was 62. 


Bevan ufiderwent a major 
abdominal operation Dec. 29 in 
a London hospital and had been 
confined in his rural home since 
leaving the hospital Feb. 14. 

Although the nature of his 
ailment has not been disclosed 
Officially, it is generally believed 
to have been cancer, 

With Bevan at the end was 
his wife, Jennie Lee, a promin- 
ent Labor Party figure herself 
and a long-time Member of Par- 
jiament. 

A Labor Party spokesman 
said Bevan died peacefully at 
4:10 p.m. (12:10 a.m. JST) Thurs- 
day at his home west of London. 

Bevan started life as a butch- 
ers errand boy and a coal 
miner. He rose to be Minister 
of Health and later Minister of 
Labor in the socialist Govern- 
ment which came to power in 
1945, 


LONDON (UPI)—Aneurin Be- 
Van was a powerful British 
Labor politician who came from 
a rough and tumble beginning 
to fight his way to the top in 
rough and tumble style. 

Bevan took his knocks head 
on and expected others to live 
by the same rule. For this, he 
frequently got himself into trou- 
ble. But he got out of it, too, 
and at the end held the status 
of an elder statesman. 

He still had enemies, power- 
ful enemies, as was bound to 
be true of a man who could act 
so ruthlessly and speak so biunt- 
ly. 

Aneurin “Nye” Bevan never 
held his tongue when he want- 
ed to use it. 

He once described Sir Wins- 
ton Churchill, for example, as a 
“piece of political cheese.” 
President Eisenhower, on an- 
other occasion, was an “ignor- 
ant general.” He once describ- 
ed the . ruling Conservative 
Party in Britain as “vermin.” 

And this was his blunt assess- 
ment of the U.S. Government 
in the critical cold war years: 
“I don’t believe that the Amer- 
ican nation has the experience, 
sagacity or the self-restraint 


necessary for world leadership | 


at this time.” 


His beginnings explained 
much about “Nye” Bevan. He 
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widespread the disaffection was.

A white official of the Govern- 
ment said that the mutiny in 
Thysville was stronger than in 
Leopoldville. 

Many units of the army did 
not join the mutiny. 

There was no serious violence 
although soldiers stopped many 
photographers and seized many 
cameras. 

The disaffected troops did not 
carry any arms. but. many. of 
them had their army belts 
fastened to their wrists.

The Force Publique is 
Lumumba’s only means of 
maintaining authority and or- 
der in the Congo.

But this was the 
first sign of serious disaffection 
among the troops.

Ike Mum on Cuba 


WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi- 
dent Dwight D, Eisenhower 
Wednesday accused Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev of mak- 
ing crude attempts to influence 
the American presidential elec- 
tion campaign. 

Eisenhower told his news 
conference—the first since the 
week before the Paris summit 
meeting — that Khrushchev’'s 
talk of negotiation with Eisen- 
hower's successor and hints of 
new Soviet proposals for a new 
US. administration’ were a 
scheme to influence U.S. politics. 

He said he did not believe 
either the Democratic or Repub- 
lican Party would find any ad- 
vantage in helping Khrushchev 
meddle in U.S. affairs. 

Eisenhower withheld specifie 
comment on the major foreign 
policy issue confronting him to- 
day — deteriorating relations 
With the regime of Cuban 
Prime Minister Fidel Castro. 

He said he will have confer- 
ences Wednesday with adminis- 
tretion advisers on Cuban rela- 
tions and would issue a policy 
statement late in the day or 
early Thursday. 

He said the new U.S. Sugar 
Marketing Act, which gives him 
the power to reduce imports of 
Cuban sugar, came to his desk 
Wednesday morning. At the

WASHINGTON (AP)—Presl- 
dent Eisenhower reported Wed- 
nesday neither he nor Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev made any 
secret concessions on the Ger- 
man-Berlin program during 
their Camp David conference 
last September. 

At a news conference, Eisen- 
hower said the only conces- 
sions agreed to were announc- 
ed afterward.

3 Candidates Agree 


Party Leaders Get 


Free Hand on Choice 


The three candidates for the 
Liberal-Democratic Party's ptesi- 
dency agreed yesterday to 
give six party executives, in- 
ciuding outgoing Prime Minis- 
ter Nobusuke Kishi, a free hand 
in singling out a presidential 
nominee. 


The agreemerit came at the 
first meeting of International 
Trade and Industry Minister 
Hayato Ikeda, party Vice Presi- 
dent Bamboku Ohno and Mitsu- 
jiro Ishii, chairman of the 
party's Executive Board. The 
30-minute meeting opened at the 
party president's office in the 
Diet Building at 10 a.m, 


They also agreed to cooperate 
in maintaining party unity 
whichever of them may 
picked as the party president 
and to meet from time to time 
in the future, 

Ishii, who arranged the meet- 
ing, briefed the two other men 
on why he proposed it and ask- 
ed them to discuss the matter 
frankly. 

The problem they first took 
up was whether or not the task 
of choosing a new president 
should be entrusted to Kishi. In- 
stead of giving Kishi a free 
hand, they decided to leave the 
matter up to five party leaders 
—Deputy Prime Minister Shuji 
Masutani, Finance Minister E)- 
saku Sato, Secretary General 
Shojiro Kawashima, Tsuruhei 
Matsuno, president of the House 
of Councillors, and Yuzo Shige- 
mune, chairman of the Upper 
House Liberal-Democratic 


Group. 

They then decided to ask 
Kishi to join the five-man con- 
ference. 

On the question of ousting 
anti-Kishi dissidents, the three 
aspirants were reported to have 
expressed no positive opinions. 

Observers believed that Gov- 
ernment and party leaders, in 
response to the three men’s de- 
cision, would step up their ef- 
forts to select a presidential 
nominee in a day or two. 

Meanwhile, Kishi and Sato, 
who have refrained from re- 
commending a particular per- 
son, were reportedly set to ad- 
just opinions on the matter 
within their respective factions.

KLAGENFURT, Austria (AP) 
—Soviet Premier Nikita 5S. 
implied Wednes- 
day that Russian troops will 
march into neutral Austria if 
Italy uses its rocket bases 
against Soviet bloc countries, 


He suggested ’ the Austrians 
should advise Italy “not to play 
with fire.” 


The Russian leader made his 
threat as he suddenly cut short 
his tourist-like trip of the Aus- 
trian provinces and planned to 
return to Vienna a day ahead 
of schedule. 


The reason given by Austrian 
Government sources was that 
more time was needed for talks 
between Khrushchev and Aus- 
triaw Chancellor Julius Raab. 

Originally a mere two hours 
had been set aside for this on 
Friday, shortly before Khrush- 
chev’s planned return to Mos- 
cow. 

But Austrian leaders suggest- 
ed more time for talk as they 
got the first indication that 
Khrushchev and the _ Soviet 
Union had one-sided ideas about 
Austrian neutrality. 

In a speech in Salzburg, 
Khrushchev said that Russia 
“will not remain idle if Aus- 
trian neutrality is violated.” 

This immediately was inter- 
preted in Vienna as a_ half- 
threat. What sort of violation 
would cause the Russians to 
intervene? 

The Austrians considér them- 
selves neutral only in a mili- 
tary sense. They are pro-West- 
ern economically and political- 
ly

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Export-Import Bank Wed- 
nesday loaned Japan $40,000,000 
for the export of U.S. raw cot- 
ton and $12,000,000 for expan- 
sion of the Japanese auto- 
mobile industry. 


The agreement financing one- 
year credit for approximately 
‘250,000 bales of cotton will meet 
about one fifth of the estimat- 
ed 1960-61 purchases of U.S. raw 
cotton by Japan. The remain- 
ing 1,000,000 bales will be 
financed from private Japanese 
and U.S. sources, 


The $12,000,000 credit over a 
10-year period was extended to 
Toyota Motor Co. Ltd. 


The agreement was signed 
for the Bank of Japan by its 
New York manager, Shiro Ino- 
ue, and for the Export-Import 
Bank its first vice president, 
Lynn U. Stambaugh, 


Ambassador Philip W. Bonsal. 
But US. officials felt small 
hope that Castro would hack- 


the American owners. 


Texaco and Esso Standard Oil 
refineries last week when the

Shipments Halted 

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
U.S. Agriculture Department 
Tuesday halted further ship- 
ments of Cuban sugar to the 
United States until President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower acts un- 
der a new sugar bill giving him 
authority to cut Cuba’s sugar 
quota. 

Department officials said there 
are 740,000 tons left unshipped 
in Cuba’s 1960 quota of 3,119,655 
tons. 

Some sugar sources have said 
that the President may cut the 
Cuban quota by as much as 
700,000 tons, virtually wiping 
out the remaining tonnage of 
this year’s quota. 

The White House has given 
no indication what if any cuts 
the President may order. 

However, it was learned that 
Cuba is rushing some 75,000 
tons of sugar to the United 
States now to get in under the 
wire in the event such action is 
taken in the near future. The 
shipment is-said to be at sea 
now. 

Previous orders permitted 
shipments to leave Cuba 
through July 6. Further ship- 
ments from Cuba now will be 
taken under order by Elisen- 
hower after he signs the sugar 
bill. 

Later, Presidential Press Sec- 
retary James C. Hagerty an- 
nounced that the President 
would not act on the sugar pill 
before Wednesday. 


L.A. Students 


Dump Sugar 
LOS ANGELES (AP)— 
Students at Woodbury Col- 
lege. in Los Angeles dump- 
ed 80 pounds of Cuban 
sugar into the school’s gold- 
fish pond in what was des- 
cribed as a protest of Fidel 
Castro's ‘intimidation” of 
the United States. 
The students carried signs 
reading “We're not sweet on 
stro,” “No sugar from 
Cuba—No dough to Castro” 
and others also critical of 
the Cuban leader. .

The decree gave no indication 
what specific investments would 
be taken over next by the Castro 
regime. Speculation has center- 
ed on the Cuban Electric Com- 
pany, a $300 million company, 
half of which represents Ameri- 
can money, and the largest 
American holding in Cuba. 


The decree says Cuba will pay 
for the expropriated property 
from the money it earns from 
the sale of its sugar in the 
United States in excess of three 
million tons annually at a price 
not below 5.75 cents a pound. 
The U.S. now pays about 5.50 
cents. Cuba's exports to the 
U.S. this year amount to about 
2,400,000 tons out of its U.S. 
quota of 3,100,000 tons. 


Money derived from these ex- 
cess sales will go into “the fund 
for payment of expropriations 
of properties and businesses of 
United States citizens,” the de- 
cree said. 


However, payment will be 
made in Cuba Republic bonds 
bearing not less than two per 
cent interest annually, redeem- 
able in 30 years. At the same 
time, the decree rules the in- 
terest cannot be accumulated 
and will be declared nullified if 
there is insufficient revenue in 
the special fund to cover the 
payments, 


In addition to the expropria- 
tion, edicts issued by the Pres- 
ident or Premier will not be sub- 
ject to appeal, the decree said. 
It also annuls all “legal disposi- 
tions and regulations that are 
opposed to application of this 
law,” 


Cuban Pilot Forced

ROK Plans 
To Get Tough 
On Rhee Line 


SEOUL (UPI)—The Republic 
of Korea has decided to “get 
tough” with Japan by stepping 
up seizures of Japanese fishing 
vessels which enter the Rhee 
Line, official sources said Wed- 
nesday. 

The decision came after a re- 
port that a large number of 
Japanese vessels were operat- 
ing inside the line and after 
Japanese patrol boats had én- 
tered ROK territorial waters 
near Pusan. 

These official soure@s said the 
get tough policy was adopted at 
a conference attended by Act- 
ing Premier Huh Chung, De- 
fense Minister Lee Chong Chan, 
Vice Foreign Minister Lee Soo 
Yung, Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions Vice Adm. Lee Yong Woon 
and Minister to Japan Ea Chai 
Hang. 

Diplomatic observers believe 
the decision apparently is con- 
nected with ROK efforts to 
frustrate any Japanese attempt 
to extend the so-called “Calcut- 
ta Agreement.” 

Under this pact the Japanese 
and North Korean Red Cross 
agencies agreed to repatriate 
Korean residents in Japan to 
North Korea. 


» Japan Ship Freed 

MOJI (Kyodo)—A ll-ton Ja- 
panese fish transport, carrying 
a crew of 10, was stopped by a 
South Korean patrol boat with- 
in “Rhee Line” waters off 
Cheju Island Tuesday night, but 
was freed after a Maritime 
Safety Agency patrol ship nego- 
tiated for its release.

‘Orfeu 


Negro’ 


By FOUMY SAISHO 


With all its air of spontaneity 
in vibrant music, dances, color 
and sunny images, “Orfeu 
Negro,” the 1959 Cannes Grand 
Prix from France, opening to- 
day at Yuraku Theater, is not 
an easy picture to understand. 
But it is a great picture worth 
one’s while to try to under. 
stand every inch of it. 


Marcel Camus, one of the 
new wave directors and author 
of this film, conceived it as a 
sort of cinema poem inspired 
from the work of a Brazilian 

t and playwright, Vicius de 
oraes on the Orpheus legend. 
He set it in the mountains 
of Rio de Janeiro where a large 
Negro population live § in 
squalor, insulated from the city 
in shocking poverty, each shack 
made of a combination of petrol 


and comedies around them. 
The film he has made is a sort 
of antidote to the modern habit 
of psychic insulation which 
passes by the name of individ- 
ualism. Humanity caught in a 
broad perspective of history are 


simple masses as they are 
crowds in terms of space. 
The creator of “Black 


Orpheus” chose an all Negro 
cast to communicate his sense 
of that blind force which drives 
humanity on from history to 
history. The choice was a 
happy one in more than one 
sense. For one thing, it makes 
possible for a convincing dis- 
play of primordial life-energy in 
vibrant music, color and dances. 
The ecstatic samba dancing on 
the streets, in fact, is a literal 
reproduction of the  carni- 


cans and bits of wood. *val scenes enacted by the win- 


At carnival time, they are al- 
lowed to don fancy clothes and 
invade the streets with dances 
and songs. For three days 
each year, they can fancy 
themselves as kings and queens 
in a heady paradise of their 
own making. A carnival such 
as theirs is a mass drunkenness 
which presupposes a com- 
plete submergence of what- 
ever personal consciousness 
there is. It is highly contagious 
in its electric soul rejoicing. 

It is, as director Camus sees 
it, a throb of the eternal flow 
of lifeenergy from generation 
to generation, wild, blind, 
unceasing, like the low insist- 
ent beat of the drum one hears 
throughout the film. There is 
no real individual awareness in 
them beyond the sensuality of 
the moment. 

Into this unbroken flow of 
animal energy are intro- 
duced two classically accepted 
figures—Orpheus in the person 
of a handsome tram driver snd 
Eurydice in the comely form of 
a peasant girl newly arrived in 
the city on the eve of the carni- 
val. It may be more appro- 
priate to say that director 
Camus has singled out these 
creatures out of the daily con- 
text of the masses to spotlight 
them and impart on them the 
classic properties to ensure 
their charm, not so much to 
call attention to themselves as 
to the eternal flow of mass life- 
energy, so to speak, of which 
theirs is only an incidental part. 

For it is clear, with ail 
the tenderness with which he 
treats the personal relations 
of young Orpheus and 
Eurydice, what really fascinates 
director Camus is the carnival

Simultaneous Translation 
System Installed by Toho 


“Gametsui Yatsu” (The Miser), 
a contemporary play by Kazuo 
Kikuta; has been enjoying an 
unprecedented run of over 
10 months at the Geijutsu The- 
ater and has been the recipient 
of a number of awards. So 
that foreigners may enjoy the 
play also, the Toho Co. has re- 
cently installed a simultaneous 
translation system utilizing ear 
plugs attached to wireless re- 
ceivers built into cushions, so 
that one has more comfort as 
well as more comprehension. 

The cushions are particular- 
ly welcome because the play 
runs for three hours and a half. 
Its author, Mr. Kikuta, as well 
as being a director of Toho and 
a successful playwright, has 
written several phenomenally 
popular serial radio dramas, 
one of which (Kimi No Na 
Wa) so fascinated the public 
that, so it is said, nobody even 
went to the bath houses when 
the program was on the air. 
That “Gametsui Yatsu” has 
tediously repetitive passages in 
which we are told again and 
again what we clearly under- 
stood in the first act is perhaps 
an application of soap opera 
skills. 

Still the play is so popular 
it deserves being looked at just 
to see what is pleasing every- 
body so. It is set in a ¥60 a 
night flop house in the slum 
area of Komagasaki in Osaka 
and is a kind of vitiated “Low- 
er Depths.”

NEW YORK STOCKS 

NEW YORK (AP)—The stock 
market declined slightly in mod- 
erate trading Tuesday. 

The market was mixed and ac- 
tive at the opening. It turned 
lower in the first hour and sold 
off rather sharply in early after- 
noon trading. Improvement in the 
final hour left prices well above 
their lows for the day. 

Defense-related issues showed 
strength, while some recent fav- 
orites among more speculative is- 
sues declined on profit-taking. 

Most losses ranged from a few 
cents to arqund $2 a share, but 
other losses ran to more than §7. 

Some of the major steels took 
sharp losses as the industry's 
operating rate fell again. The mills 
are scheduled to operate at only 
42.7 per cent of capacity this week, 
down from 53 per cent last week. 
This would produce 1,218,000, the 
lowest for a nonstrike period in 
nearly two years. 

Some chemicals also declined, 
while tobaccos and some utilities 
advanced. 

Of 1,202 issues traded, 534 declin- 
ed, 449 advanced, and 219 were 
unchanged. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks fell 40 to 221.90. 

Volume totaled 2,780,000 shares 
compared with 2,620,000 shares trad- 
ed Friday. 

In addition to steel, other busi- 
ness news was not encouraging to 
Wall Street. It included a report 
that auto production will drop 
sharply as the industry starts 
changing to 1961 models, 

Worsening relations between 
Cuba and the United States also 
contributed to the nervous atmos- 
phere.

Mr. Khrushchev’s trip through Austria seems to have 
largely taken on the character of a joy ride by a rather

The Soviet Premier's interest in Austria no doubt cen- 
ters largely on the country’s neutrality. 
It will be recalled how, after World War II, the Soviet 


Government showed a severe face toward Austria. 


But in 


the early days of 1955, Moscow suddenly reversed its 10- 
year-old policy, and expressed its readiness to sign the 
Austrian State Treaty, and upon this entering into force, 
to withdraw its occupation troops. 

The treaty was signed in Vienna on May 15, 1955, by 
the representatives of Britain, France, the United States, 


Soviet Russia and Austria. 


It reestablished the Austrian 


Republic with its pre-1938 frontiers as a sovereign, inde- 


pendent and democratic state. 


The Anschluss, or union 


between Austria and Germany, was definitely prohibited 


as well as any restoration of the Hapsburg dynasty. 


In 


October of the same year all foreign troops were with- 


drawn and Austria recovered her freedom. 


The following 


month, a constitutional law of perpetual Austrian neutrality 
was promulgated after being approved by both Houses 


of the Parliament. 


There have been postwar fears in Moscow all along 
of a German resurgence which might seek to gain strength 
by once more attempting to absorb Austria and it seems 
that Mr. Khrushchev is still haunted by some such ideas. 
Article 3 of the Austrian State Treaty stipulated that the 
Allied and Associated powers would incorporate in the 
German peace treaty provisions “for securing from Ger- 
many the recognition of Austria’s sovereignty and indepen- 
dence and the renunciation by Germany of all territorial 
and political claims in respect of Austria and Austrian 


territory.”

tive ballots, This score was all 
the more impressive because his 
rivals, Socialist Ichiro Umezawa 
and Democratic Socialist Hideo 
Baba together won less votes 
than the conservative candidate. 

When Kurihara ran in 1956 
for the same office against a 
Socialist, he won 360,000 yotes 
against his rival's 245,000, And 
this time, in spite of what 
many considered as a minus 
factor for him, he. beat his ri- 
vals With even a bigger margin, 


Test of Trust 


Because of the timing of 
these two elections—campaign- 
ing for which went on while 
Tokyo Was the scene of a series 
of unsettling developments for 
more than a month—all the 
parties concerned considered 
them vitally important. They 
were a touchstone of popular 
trust for them. 

The Socialist Party, as might 
be -expected, gave all the aid 
they could to their local can- 
didates who campaigned with 
the Socialist antisecurity treaty 
stand as the primary shib- 
boleth. 

On the other hand, in both 
prefectures, the incumbent con- 
servative candidates eschewed 
mentioning the disputed treaty 
but instead stressed their 
achievements in local adminis- 
tration during their tenures. 


As far as the Saitama election 
is concerned, therefore, it would 
appear that the energetic extra- 
parliamentary campaign con- 
ducted in Tokyo by the Social- 
ists, definitely worked against 
their interests. 


What happened, however, is 
nothing surprising in view of 
the past record of Japanese poli- 
tics. In Tokyo an enormous 
amount of outcry may be rais- 
ed against the “tyrannical, reac- 
tionary and outrageous” con- 
servative party and Govey.- 
ment. Much of the nation’s 
mass media serve <3 the pri- 
mary agent for spreading such 
a notion. On the face of what 
is printed, public opinion ap- 
pears to be overwhelmingly 
against the powers that be. 


Not Against Kishi 


And yet, when an election, 
local or general, is held subse- 
quently, the “tyrannical, reac- 
tionary and outrageous” regime 
is once again given the reins by 
the majority of the people. 


Two explanations are possible 
for this strange phenomenon. 


Firstly, the assumption that 
“public opinion” is against the 
ruling regime is ‘-lse. In other 
words, the nation as a whole, 
despite the assertion of the cla- 
morous critics of recent weeks, 
is not riled against Kishi, for 
instance, as the critics think or 
hope they are. And as Kishi 
himself said, the “voice of the 
voiceless,” that is, the view of 
those who have no access to the 
mass media, is not in accord 
with the views of newspaper 
editorialist and scholars wh6d 
demonstrate around the Diet 
building.

IMF Meeting 


The annual meeting in Japan 
of the International Monetary 
Fund is now in session in To- 
kyo to look into the economic 
situation of Japan. If IMF dele- 
gates find after consulting with 
Japanese Government officials 
that Japan’s foreign trade ba- 
lance no longer justifies her for- 
eign exchange control, the IMF 
board may decide that Japan 
should free her foreign ex- 
change. Basically, it is desir- 
able that Japan should remove 
all of her restrictions on ex- 
change and trade and put her- 
self on an equal footing with 
Europe and the United States. 
But the actual situation of 
Japan does not allow her to take 
hasty steps. Gradual liberaliza- 
tion of trade and partial re- 
covery of the yen’s converti- 
bility which the Japanese Gov- 
ernment carried out recently 
were due to pressure from out- 
side. Internally, Japan’s econ- 
omy is not quite fit to meet the 
new situation, It must be not- 
ed that while strong pressure 
from outside on trade and ex- 
change liberalization is exerted 
on Japan, she receives little 
benefit from outside. It Is de- 
sired that the IMF will make 
an accurate analysis of the 
Japanese economy.—Hokkaido 
Shimbun (Sapporo) 


Disarmament Meet 
The ten-nation disarmament 
conference was virtually rup- 
tured when the Soviet Union 
walked out in Geneva recent- 


ly. It is deplorable that the 
problem of disarmament, the 
most serious and common con- 
cern of the world today, has 
come to such an impasse. Dis- 
armament is of such a nature 
as to maintain world peace and 
if there is even a single sign of 
retrogression in the talks, great 
apprehension will be felt by the 
people of the world who know 
full well what the horrible re- 
sult of another war would be 
like. What cannot be under- 
stood in this connection is the 
fact that the Soviet Union, 
which originally persuaded the 
Western nations into holding 
such talks, is now trying to 
upset the applecart without 
making any visible efforts. If 
the Soviet Union really desires 
peace as Premier Nikita Khrush- 
chev has repeatedly stressed, 
it should listen to the appeal 
made by the United States to 
Communist nations to resume 
the disarmament negotiations.— 
Chugoku Shimbun (Hiroshima) 


Rice Price Decided 

The Government has fixed 
the producer price of this 
year’s crop of rice at ¥10,355 
per 150 kilograms. If the ten- 
tative decision is referred to 
the Liberal-Democratic Party’s 
Agricultural Price Policy Com- 
mittee, there is a strong possi- 
bility of The price being further 
raised. Compared with last 
year’s producer rice price, the 
new one is already ¥22 higher. 
This increase in the Govern- 
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ment purchase price will cause 
a total deficit of ¥900 million 
in the Government Food Con- 
trol Special Account. It is not 
understood why the Govern- 
ment has fixed the price just 
to increase red figures in the 
account at a time when the de- 
mand and supply of rice has 
so much improved that the Gov- 
ernment’s rice rationing price 
is even higher than the bliack- 
market one in the nation’s rice

The International Trade and 
Industry Ministry is reported to

Still another possible expla- 
nation of the seeffiing discre- 
pancy between “public opinion” 
as reflected in the mass media 
and the result of a general 
election is that those who vote 
conservative often vote for per- 
sonality rather than party. To 
those, it is the particular can- 
didate, Who happens to be 
running on a Tory ticket who 
counts, and not what party he 
belongs to. 


Still an entirely different 
theory has been advanced by 
a Chiba University economic 
geographer named Keihachiro 
Shimizu, who claims that the 


This, he says, means that a 
Tokyoite’s vote is worth less 
than one-third of that of a 
Tochigi farmer. And if the seat 
distribution were adjusted, Prof. 
Shimizu maintains, election re- 
sults would change the pattern 
of political power in the legis- 
lature, Le., the Socialists would 
get into power. 


As a moral plea, Prof. Shimi- 
gzu's advocacy seems sound. 
Under the Constitution, every 
citizen must have an equal vote, 
and if not, the situation must 
be corrected. In reality, how- 
ever, it is doubtful whether or 
not redistribution of Diet seats 
would drastically alter the pat- 
tern of political power distribu- 
tion. 


The reason is that at least in 
the two recent general elections, 
the ratios between the total 
number of votes gained by the 
conservative and reformist par- 
ties fairly well follow those of 
the numbers of seats won by 
the two regimes.

Danger From Chinese Communism 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 


Differences between Moscow 
and Peiping have been apparent 
for months. Discussions at the 
recent meetings of Communist 
leaders in Romenia brought out 
conflicting views. William L. Ryan 
has been studying the speeches 
and writings on both sides of the 
argument. This is the AP 
analyst's appraisal of the possi- 
bilities.—Editor 


NEW YORK (AP) — Mos- 
cow's huge Chinese ally is gen- 
erating nervousness in the Com- 
munist world and possibly dan- 
ger for the West. 


Communist China’s warlike 
pronouncements, and a hint of 
Communist Chinese scorn for 
Nikita Khrushchev's basic for- 
eign policy, could well produce 
a major crisis for the world 
Communist movement. The dis- 
pute is over interpretations of 
Lenin's document holding total 
conflict between communism 
and capitalism is _ inevitable. 
The Chinese insist it still holds 
true. Khrushchev urges revi- 
sion in a nuclear weapons age 
which could spell destruction 
for both sides in war. 


Chinese military and political 
figures would like leaders of a 
nation on the verge of armed 
conflict—as if they were ready 
to test capitalism’s resistance 
with some new military thrust. 

They use the scornful term 
“modern revisionist” to describe 
those fearful of the prospect of 
nuclear war and insisting peace 
is possible with “United States 
imperialism.” They could mean 
Khrushchev, with a challenge 
to his asserted claim to inter. 
pret Lenin and dictate world 
Communist strategy. 

Some non-Communist diplo- 
mats say China's belligerence 
partly reflects a need to create 
an outside enemy, to provide 
an excuse to lash the Chinese 
people to effort. 

But the Chinese could do that 


without quarreling openly with 
their Soviet allies. 

The Soviet system is 43 vears 
old. Moscow can afford patien- 
ce concerning world revolution. 
Khrushchev counsels: Make 
haste slowly. He sees profit in 
political and economic penetra- 
tion with slow underground 
subversion. 

The Chinese, their system 
only 10 years old and with 
much less equipment for indi- 
rect aggression, are less patient. 
With enormous manpower but 
with less material to lose than 
the Russians, the Chinese sup- 
port the letter of Lenin doctrine 
—that war cannot be avoided 
in the long run and therefore 
risks are justified. Possibly 
some within the Soviet power 
structure echo Chinese state 
ments. If so, a meaningful 
showdown may be shaping up 
for the July 13 meeting of the 
Soviet Communist Central Com- 
mitte and its ruliag Presidium. 

In any case, a thoroughgoing 
examination of the quarrel is 
indicated for the leaders of the 
USSR, whose people obviously 
pin their hopes for the future 
on avoiding war with the 
United States. 

The Chinese press shows the 
Chinese leadership has been 
whipping up a frenzy of war- 
like spirit among armed forces. 
Demonstrations in China have 
been marked by hate-Amer- 
ica slogans. 

In a typical speech Chen Pei- 
hsien, political commissar of 
the Shanghai garrison, insisted 
the way to deal with the United 
States is to “carry out a 
ple’s war.” He called it totally 
wrong to voice “only that the

But their constant references to 
American setbacks in Asia and 
Latin America indicated they 
feel the United States would be 
unable to respond effectively to 
probing military thursts. 

The danger—both to. the 
USSR and the United States— 
is that Communist Chinese en- 
thusiasm for war propaganda 
will get out of hand, 


hour streets, yelling intangible 
words, holding up __ traffics, 
menacing the public peace and 
order, I wondered if they have 
not evaluated their intelligence 
far higher than it really is. 

The dramatic show-off of in- 
telligence normally results in 
revealing the hopelegs insuffici- 
ency of knowledge and _in- 
experiencedness. As shown in 
their enthusiastic demonstra- 
tions, they must be pretty sure 
of their righteousness, and yet, 
the facts that they are disturb- 
ing the public peace, disrupting 
the soundness of Japan's rela- 
tionship with the rest of the 
Free World,. wasting the tax 
money, wasting the time of the 
millions of people around them 
and threatening the econorhical 
soundness of the majority, do 
not seem to enter their factors. 
Let me tell those people, that 
no cockroach needs destroying 
bad enough to burn the whole 
house down. .. 

I personally do find the U.S.- 
Japan Peace Treaty necessary 
for the majority of the Japa- 
nese, especially as far as 
Japan’s economical position is 
concerned. But I do not try 
to argue over the cdéntents of 
the treaty. What I'm trying to 
stress is that since nobody, nor 
anything, can please everybody, 
might it not be too idealistic to 
expect perfection? 

It is nice to have one’s own 
ideal. But, it must not be 
mixed up with reality which 
includes numerous factors. The 
“ideal” is to have things 100 
per cént to one’s liking which 
is apt to be 100 per cent dis- 
liked by other types of ple. 

The only peaceable solution is 


This recent treaty is neither 
the first nor the last treaty 
which will meet some ob- 
jections. Isn't it a high time 
to create something like the 
People’s Judgment Organi- 
zation, to which all the adult 
citizens register themselves ac- 
cording to their jobs or under 
other suitable - classifications. 
When the Government meets 
any fierce objections as it did 
recentiy, all the people will 
have their sayso and vote to 
the “class” where they belong. 
The majority will decide the 
policy of the “class” and the 
majority of the “classes” will 
decide the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. There will be some 
technical difficulties of Course, 
but considering the direct and 
indirect waste those demonstra- 
tors have caused and might 
most possibly cause in the fu- 
ture, it should be settled once 
and for all. 


If the students imagine they 
are doing these demonstrations 
as a favor to their nation, they 
better think again. What any 
nation needs is not one great 
man to sit on the premier’s 
chair nor a group of.people to 
oppose, but the cooperation of 
all the nation in guiding the 
premier to give the right deci- 
sion. That all the classes of 
people live and let live in 
peaceful compromise. The stu- 
dents should know that when 
they succeed in compromising, 
they will automatically succeed 
in establishing a peaceful, free 
nation.

Some of the sailors were 
allotted a little girl; he would 
hold her by the hand and, car-

One sailor was not in a swim- 
ming trunk,.but his little girl 
was, so the sailor took her by 
the hand and walked along the 
edge of the pool, holding her 
hand so she could- wade in the 
water. 


It was not the physical sight 
of this relationship, but the 
kindness burning within, that 
was so heartwarming, at a 
time when adolescents would 
rather take a thrilling ride in

Unthinkable of Japanese 


To the Editor: 

I write to you as a very 
ordinary middle class housewife 
of these United States who is 
not versed in politics or inter- 
national diplomacy. I have met 
few Japanese during my life- 
time and have never visited 
your country. So I am not 
qualified by experience to give 
an opinion on matters of impor- 
tance. 

But, reasoning as such an 
ordinary middle class individual, 
it seems to me it must have 
taken a special sort of courage 
for your Mr. Kishi to have 
called off our President's visit 
to your country at so late a 
date after so much publicity 
had been given to it and plans 
had all been made. Perhaps 
we owe your leader quite a bit 
of respect for that courage. 

And, in spite of all worries 
on the score, I cannot believe 
that our President was in phys- 
ical danger from the Japanese 
except perhaps by accident. 
As said above, I have not been 
in your country and have 
known few Japanese. But my 
son has been in Japan and 
came home with tales of a won- 
derful people. An American 
Field Service student spent a 
week with us at one time. She 
proved to be one of the nicest 
young women it has ever been 
my privilege to meet. I have 
never met armyone who knew 
your country at first hand in 
peace time who did not speak 


well of the intelligence, kindli- 
ness and just plain niceness of 
your people. 

Demonstrations for or against 
people and events are a part of 
the democratic way of life. 
That an American can well un- 
derstand. But to mean physical 
harm to someone bent on a 
goodwill tour to his country— 
that I cannot believe of any 
Japanese. And I have yet to 
meet any other American who 
thinks so. 

So I write this letter just to 
put on record the feeling of 
one most unimportant Ameri- 
can citizen.
